With ViHageTrusteeDon Amundsen, finan- 
ce committe chairman, expressing concern 
over a reported $10,000 drop in the monthly 
sales tax revenues, at a recent board 
meeting, it appears .that retail sales in An- . 
tioch, along with those of the rest of the coun- 
try, are showing a general profit loss, for the 
area merchants. 

When questioned on the matter, Mayor 
Michael Haley puts the sales tax loss down 
almost $4,000 from that report, saying that he 
thought the loss figures were more in the 
$6,000 categorey. 

-At a recent chamber of commerce 
meeting, Bill Patterson, owner of BJ's 
Clothing and Sporting centers, noted that 
although many merchants are experiencing 
an upswing in gross intake monies, the 
profits seem to be down generally since the 
retail prices, as well as overhead costs are 
also up. 

These sales tax loss figures are from fhe 
spring quarterreport and since the recession 
has deepened. since then, it would logically 
follow that the profits are down even more so 
than reflected by that report.

The stores in the area of the Antioch Shop- 
ping Plaza, off of Orchard St., where the 
road renovation has been in progress all 
summer, seem to- have more than in- 
flationary reasons for their prof it losses. 

The owners of Roland's Bakery, the store 
with the most difficult access caused by the 
road repairs, have been heard bemoaning 
their loss of business, and Don Kelly, of 
Foremost Liquors says that his gross profits 
are down from last year at this time and 
blames the bulk of the business loss on the in- 
flationary economy but adds that the road 
repairs have had a definite effect on his 
profit and loss sheets. 

Conversely, Jack Seigmeier, new owner of 
the Four Squires clothing store, is en- 
thusiastic about the strong sales showing at 
Max well St. Days and says " Our profits 
were up for the first six months of this year 
and the total profit picture has followed 
sales," which for him, wrer up about the in 
flationary level. 

On Main St., Joe Beemsterboer, owner of 
True Value Hardware says that business is 
generally a little down from last year.

Grace Mary Stern, County 
Clerk, indicates that the 
County Clerk's office has 
devised a system for use in 
the polling place on Novem- 
ber 4th which will permit 
everyone who is registered, 
even though they may have 
failed to return the signed 
registration record, to vote 
at the General Election. 

"We want to make sure 
that eyeryone who is legally 
registered is able to vote 
November 4th," she said. 
. "And I guess our data mailer 
has caused some anxiety 
because of the urgency of its 
instructions. DO IT NOW, it 
says, and RETURN THIS 
FORM IN ORDER TO BE 
REGISTERED TO VOTE." 

Every voter in the county 
has received a "carbon 
pack" in the mail — or will 
receive one within the next 
two weeks — which includes 
a voter registration record 
with instructions to sign it 
and return it in the postage 
paid return envelope. 

"We are discovering that a 
few people have been in- 
timidated by the document," 
said the County Clerk, "and 
some have put it aside and 
have not mailed it back. 
While we would certainly 
rather have every one of 
them signed and returned, I 
do think it's important to get 
the word out that we will 
have an alternate system in 
the polling place for those 
who didn't follow through, no 
matter what the reason." 



The computer-generated 
voter registration record to 
which Stern refers, will per- 
mit the County Clerk's office 
to undertake the newly man-, 
dated consolidated election 
program. The State 
Legislature, has reduced the 
number of elections to be 
held to five over each two- 
year period, and they will all 
be run by the County Clerk's 
office. In addition, the 
mailing permits the clerk's 
office to "clear the lists" of 
those names which should be 
removed. It is one method, 
used nationally, to discover 
which voters have died and 
which have moved away, 
since the post office is in- 
structed to return those 
which "are not deliverable 
as addressed." 

"Our new form, the one 
received in the data mailer 
by every registered voter, 
gives a lot more information 
.to the voter himself, as well 
as permitting the election 
judges to have a single 
document for each voter 
rather than two or three. 
Formerly it was possible to 
have the registration record, 
the application for ballot and 
a separate affidavit for one 
voter. This form, though, 
combines all these functions 
in one," Stern said. 

"We shall have a list in 
each precinct polling place, 
of those registered voters 
who did not return the 
registration record. Then, if 
they come in to vote, they 



will be 'asked to sign in a 
designated space on that list, 
indicating that they still live 
and wish to vote at that ad- 
dress. Then, when the elec- 
tion is all over, we'll send 
them out another form for 
their signature and hope to 
get everything consistent 
and shipshape for the newly 
' consolidated '81 elections." 

So no one will be disen- 
franchised? "Not unless 
they've moved or changed 
their names . or done 
something more ' com- 
plicated than simply failing 
to return the signed 
registration record," Stern 
asserted.
